JUNKERDOM’S FAVORITE AUTHOR. 
Relative to the influence of such German writ- 
ers as Nietzsche, Bernhardi and Treitschke in 
creating the conditions resulting in the world 
war, Ambassador Gerard in his second book, 
now being printed in the Post-Dispatch, makes 
some distinctions that at least assist accuracy. 
The feeling that the part played by these men 
has been rather overemphasized in this country 
is supported by Mr. Gerard. The idea that the 
Prussian junker used to sit at the fifeside at night 
reverently poring over the disjointed and ab- 
struse philosophy of Herr’ Nietzsche is absurd, 
he says. Indeed, the Ambassador makes the re- 
markable statement that he had personally never 
met a German of the ruling elasses who had read 
Nietzsche or Bernhardi or Treitschke. While 
these authors* made some phrases «hich time 
rendered apt in quotation, “they but reflected the 
pm of the day in thinking; they did not lead 

e nation’s thought. 

Mr. Gerard illustrates his point with a refer- 
ence to the astonishing range of views advocated 
hy our own publicists and college professors. 
It is not so very long since some of them were 
frenzi@aly urging an imperialistic program giving 
us control of all territory as far as the Panama 
Canal. They did not express the sentiments and 
desires of the country, while Nietzsche et al, 
though equally without political influence, did 
express the sentiments and desires of Germany. 

A German author of real influence is Tannen- 

berg, according to Mr. Gerard. He did not ex- 
press himself in epigrams and the terms,of phil. 
osophy. He deaJt in the concrete, not the ab- 
stract. He talked about German trade and Ger- 
man destiny to seize designated lands and pre- 
sented maps with huge areas colored to show their 
domination by German influence. 
Here was something the junker could under- 
stand. Junkerdom in possession of magnified 
Alsace-Lorraines, tyrannizing over their subju- 
gated peoples and drawing profit from their re- 
sources and industry, was a fascinating idea.
